Attention: Mr. P. Phelan. 
My d@ar Mr. Phelan: 


The principal of the Guy Indian Residential School has had 
i} considerable difficulty for the last several years in the operation 
| of the steam engine which is now used to supply electricity and 
} general electric power for his school. 


Among other complaints he lists the following: 

The engine is not powerful enough to do the work properly. 
Wood is getting more costly every day and the distance bet- 
ween the school and the forest is lengthening all the time. 
It is almost impossible to find or secure a steam-engineer 

in such a far away place. 

The running costs of a steam engine have considerably increased 
for the last several years because of the long working hours 
of the engineer who, during all the winter, has to be on duty 
from 8 a.m. to 9.30 p.m. and cannot do any other work during 
that period. 


It has to be admitted that a diesel would be safer and at least 
as dependable. The size of the engine required is said to be 20-25 
H.P. as it has to operate the dynamo, the water pump, the laundry 
machinery, the bread-mixer, etc.. I admit that the purchase of this 
motor constitutes quite a heavy expense, but I think nevertheless that 
it ought to be approved as Sturgeon Landing is situated quite a 
distance from the railroad and civilization as well, and it is very 
difficult to secure proper and experienced help for steam engine 
operation,

I would like to expose to you a few more details 
concerning our need of a new stationary engine to replace 
our old steam engine. 


The question was introduced to you by Rev.Father 
J.0O.Piourde in a letter of January the 28th,1947, and,as 
I was given to understand, the matter was receiving your 
kind consideration; so I did not insist any more. But we 
have had to begin another winter with the old equipment, 
and no sign yet of any development in answer to the let- 
ter above mentioned. 


THE OLD ENGINE- 


Engine specifications: The engine now in use is 
a 16 H.P. vertical steam engine, cyl 7" diz. by 8" stroke, 
speed 275 RPM driving belt pulley 20" diz. by 103" face, 
shaft dizm. 24", balance wheel 26" dizm. x 6%" face. Weight 
1500 lbs. The invoice from Mumford Melland Limited, Winnipeg, 
which contains these det»ils about the engine is dated Fe- 
bruary 3, 1939. 


Installation: The engine was put in place shortly 
after its arrival,in the spring 1939. 


Hours of service:Since about March 1939,that en- 
gine has been running an average of 8 hours a day, in weeks 
of 76-80 hours in winter to weeks of a mere 32-35 hours in 
summer: a sum of 26,000 hours in 9 years. 


Uses: Insufficiency: Every machine in the school 
depends on that motor: dynamg,water pump, laundry washer 
and extgeactor, drier, bread-mixer. When,a. times,several 
machines have to work simultaneously the motor is over- 
loaded and the service is very poor. 


Condition and servicing:The engine has not been 
serviced nor repaired by any outside specialist since its 
use, but our local engineer always did himself in a very 
satisfactory way the repairs and adjustments needed. How- 
ever he is finding it ever more difficult to obtain from 
it the necessary power, and the oiler,apparently defecti- 
ve from the start, has been giving more than its share of 
trouble. 


Original cost: The invoice bears the price of 
$191.40,plus tax of 15.31, plus freight prepaid of 69.92, 
making a total cost of $276.63. N.5.-The engineer who 
received it here does not believe that this was a new engine. 


Cost of wood: No one tginks any more that wood is 
cheap as long as you live in a bush country. About 300 cords 
of wood,at $5.00 a cord,go for the high-pressure boiler eve- 
ry year.

¢ Cost of labour: To the cost of fuel must be added 
the cost of labour. A steam engineer is hard to get, espe- 
cially in this far-away and isolated place, and needs a 
good pay; and all the time the engine is running he can do 
practically no other work. The running cost of the engine 
is thus increased by the full wages of th. engineer. 


Danger: The element of danser with a high-Pressure 
boiler in the school basement may well be considered too. 


SUMMARY: The wear of the engine,its insufficient 
power (or at least its actual insufficiency),the cost of 
wood,the difficulty to secure an engincer,end the high 
price wood and engineer together mean for each running hour, 
all this will justify,I think,a change and here is my request: 


DIESEL POWER REQUESTED- 
Capacity: A 20 to 25 H.P. stationary Diesel motor. 
Advantages over the old engine: 
-More dependable 


-Stronger: would care for the occasionsl bigger 
demands of power, and when under less strain 
would not wear out so quick. 


-More economic on fuel. 


-More economic on labour: Diesel engine operators 
are becoming more common,and while in charge of 
the machines the engineer or operator could al- 
so attend to many other jobs. 


-Safer. 


In view of these advantages, I trust that the 
Department will consider very seriously this demand and 
answer it favorably. The question of dependable power in 
a building of this size which is far from all outside help 
can not be dealt with lightly, and though I do not disre- 
gard the cost of the new engine I ag pressed by the cir- 
cumstances to insist in demanding it. 


I believe that the steam engine may take us through 
this winter, providing th poor health of our actual engineer 
does not break down. If we get the engine requested, we shall 
have it installed as soon as arrived, but in all events we 
strongly beseech you to mace hast#so that, if semt, it would 
be in time before the winter freighting is over,in which all 
heavy material is handled. 


Our batteries are good yet,as it is only their 
second y ar. 


As to the steam boiler itself, -which has not been 
inspected for three years,-it could be used yet as steam is 
needed, though with less pressure,for the laundry on wash 
days; steam is used also for heating the water pipe leading 
from the reservoir,and for other smalier uses. 


So that is our problem, our biggest problem right 
now on the material level, as simply as 1 can put it to you.

In compliance with your notation of March 15th 
appearing on Mr. Hoey's memorandum to you of the 13th 
ultimo, we have investigated the situation at the above 
School and make the following comments: 


In our memorandum dated Februsry 9, 1946, we 
requested further information which was obtained by the 
Indian Affairs Branch and forwarded in Rev. Principal 
Poirier's letter dated March 9th along with Mr. Hoey's 
memorandum. From data contained therein, it appears 
that they require a new engine to replace the existing 
steam engine used to drive a power line shaft delivering 
power to a water pump generator and laundry and baking 
equipment. 


We believe the best solution to the power 
requirements would be to provide electric motors on each 
piece of equipment and a power plant to suit, thus 
elimineting the undesirable feature of line shaft and 
belt drives. 


It is realized, however, that this would be 
costly in view of existing installed equipment and that 
considerable time for execution would be required, and 
as power equipment is urgently needed, we have in our 
analysis kept to the present general arrangement using 
existing equipment and suggested new equipment, as outlined 
in our recommendations, to provide a reliable power and 
lighting system. 


We recommend that a self-contained diesel 
electric plant be purchased with full automatic control 
for operation with existing battery bank for the lighting 
system and a diesel engine for the operation of power 
shaft line to replace the existing steam engine. with 
this new equipment, the strain on the shaft line caused 
by the generator operating a maximum of ten hours per day, 
would be removed and it is likely that the shaft troubles 
mentioned in Rev. Principal Poirier's letter will not re- 
occur. By retaining present generator and control panel 
and auxiliary gas engine, a standby source of power would 
be available for both the power shaft line and the 
electrical system for use in case of emergencies and when 
maintenance to the diesel engines is required. A clutch

In reply to your marginal notation of June 14 
appearing on Mr. Hoey's memorandum of the llth instant, 
forwarded to this Division with attached tenders and 
correspondence in connection with power and lighting 
equipment for the above school, we make the following 
comments. 


It is noted from Kev. Principal Poirier's letter 
of May 28th last, in reply to Mr. B.F. Neary's of the 17th 
instant, that he comments on Indian Affairs offer of pro- 
viding a 10 KW. lighting plant only, no mention being 
made of the stationary diesel engine to provide power for 
the shaft line. 


In our memorandum of April lst last, we suggested 
and prepared our specifications on the basis of a lighting 
plant for the electrical loads and a diesel engine to power 
existing line shaft driving other machinery. In view of 
the fact that the Rev. Poirier makes no mention of the 
stationary diesel engine in his comments, it would appear 
that perhaps Indian Affairs are considering some other 
means of powering the line shafting to take care of water 
pump, laundering machinery, etc. Before further considera- 
tion is given to the tenders received, we would like the 
Indian Affairs Branch to advise this Division if they ere 
considering some other means of providing power for 
mechanical loads in which case we need only concern ourselves 
with the lighting plant. It should be pointed out, however, 
that the lighting plant equipment tendered on would not be 
of sufficient capacity for the operation of lighting and 
power loads if the electrification of mechanical equipment 
is under consideration. 


Until advice, as indicated above is received,we 


will retain the tenders forwarded.

On August 28th we received a request from the 
Rev. L. Poirier, of the Guy indian kesidential School 
at Sturgeon Landing, Saskatchewan, to send an inspector 
at the earliest possible date to inspect their boilers 
which were causing them a good deal of concern. This 
was followed by a telegram to our Yrince Albert Inspector, 
Mr. M.B. Crook in who's district Sturgeon Landing is 
situated, to come as early as possible to make the 
inspection as we had given the nev. L. Poirier, Mr. Crook's 
address. 


With a good deal of difficulty, mr. UCrook 
journeyed to Sturgeon Landing to make the inspection and 
inspected all the boilers. He ‘ound that the high pressure 
boiler had developed a very dangerous condition. This 
boiler, which was shut down due to a leaking stay - bolt in 
the water leg was found to be completely blocked with scale 
in the rear of the boiler and was in parts of the side legs. 


Mr. vrook spent the better part of two days assist- 
ing one of the »rothers at the school in cleaning the 
boiler and removing accumulated scale and before he left 
had the boiler in such condition that it could be operated. 


In view of the fact that this inspection was 
specially requested, we are billing the Vepartment for the 
out-of-pocket expenses of our inspector in connection with 
same, in addition to the regular boiler inspection fees.

RPM. This engine is to drive a line shaft at approximately 
335 RPMs In mir quotation, we included two suitable pulleys 
for the engine and the line shaft. The specification calls 
for flat face pulleys 10" in width. We have had correspondence 
with Reverend L. Poigier, Principal of the Guy Residential 
Sehool, and he advises that the 10" width has probably been 
speoi fied because of the fact that 10" pulleys are presently in 
use. We received information fwom a mipplier that we should 
furnish 11" pulleys with crown faces and we advised the reverend 
Poieier accordingly. Upon eheoking this subject further, 
we have now learned that 6" belting will be ample in size for this 
transmission end that 7" pulleys shoula be provided. We are 


confident that this latter recommendation will prove most satisfactory. 


There are two reasons wiy we prefer to furnish 
pulleys 7" in width if acceptable.to you. Firstly, we can provide 
a standard concentric pulley. instead of an off-set hub type 
pulley which would be required if 11" wide.

and the floor of the barn is always wet. I considered the possibility 

of raising the floor about 4 ft. in order to give drainage. This 

will be very costly, and I am not sure that it is justified. Perhaps 

it would be better to build a new barn ang dismantle the old one, 

using as much of the material as possibies All of these matters 

suggest that an engineer should be sent to that school to examine 

and report on the various needs, with a view to placing quite a 

large amount in the EStimates for 1950-51, as I presume there is 

little hope of getting it done in the coming fiscal year.

There is an item in the Estimates for a new day school at 
Pine Bluff. I enquired into the possibilities there, and I do not 
recommend a day g@hool at that point as I see little hope of a 
permanent living for the Indians, and I am sure that the attendance 
at such a day school would not justify the large expenditure that 
would be necessary. The children of that group should go to the 
Guy School if it is enlarged, and, in the meantime, I do not recommend 
any great expenditure upon the old day school. ‘the classroom is an old 
log building which might be temporarily improved by an expenditure of 
$500.00 for a ceiling of plasterboard, or some such material; replaster- 
ing of the log walls, and repairs to the floor. Indian Superintendent 
Jones will submit a requisition in this connection in due course, and 
I intend to recommend its approval. The teacherage, hardly fit for 
habitation, has been built in three pieces of very poor log construct- 
ion, with the result that no expenditure upon that building would make 
a good building, therefore it cannot be recommended.

Engineer F. J. Clark reports that when 
making an inspection at the Guy Indian Res- 
idential School last week it was noted that 
the Power Plant at the school has apparently 
not been properly connected up with the 
ewitch board and,although the plant can and 
is being started manually, the generator is 
not charging properly and some action should 
be taken immediately to have an electrician 
proceed to this school and properly connect 
the wiring. 


The work required would not take more 
than two or three hours of an electrician's 
time and consequently the cost involved would 
possibly not exceed the sum of $100.00, 
which amount would be made up largely of 
transportation costs by air and return from 
The Pas. 


It 1s suggested that, if possible, 
arrangements be made to have this work done 


immediately in order to prevent possible 
damage to the Power Plant which is practically 


a new unit.

Enclosed is copy of a letter from Mr. W.W. Perrie, 
Supervising Engineer, Surveys and Engineering Branch, Department 
of Mines and Resources, Regina, in connection with the report 
of Engineer F.J. Clark, on the unsatisfactory conditions surrounding 
the electrical installations at the Guy Indian HKesidential School. 


Mr. Clark was sent to the school to make his 
recommendations on various other matters in connection with the 
school, but this matter regarding the lights is too urgent to 
be dealt with in the usual manner. 


I would ask that instructions be issued to Indian 
Superintendent £.S8. Jones, of the Carlton Agency, to have an 
engineer visit the Guy School at once for the purpose of carrying 
out the necessary work in connection with the electricity. 


It will be noted that Mr. Perrie mentions transportat- 
ion costs by air for the engineer from The Pas as being approximately 
$100.00. The total cost will be this air transportation plus necessary 
material, and the electrician's time, and will probably not exceed 
a further $100.00, making a total of $200.00.

Dear Doctor: 


Early in August I arranged to visit Guy School, Sturgeon 
Lending ror the postschool inspection on August 29th. I 
plan on doing this from one week to ten days after the opening 
of the fall term. A few days before my visit one hundred and 
forty Patch Tests were sent in with instructions to the Sister 
nurse in charge that they be placed on the pupils on the 27th 
of August. 


Tom Lamb's Norseman flew Mrs. Dalman, Mrs. Yule and myself 
to the school on the morning of August 29th. This is the usual 
assistance | have taken in for the last several years to enable 
me to do any Tonsil work found necessary amongst the new pupils. 


Last year with one hundred and thirty-nine pupils I 
considered the school well filied, but this year I found one 
hundred and fifty-six enrolied. This meant thet sixteen were 
not Patch Tested. There were thirty-eight new pupils, the 
majority of whom I hed not examined. It involved a considerable 
amount of work in making the individual examinations. As many 
of the new pupils were from Brochet, the tonsil problem from 
thet reserve is at least partially solved. My exeaminetion 
showed that there were about thirty pupils in the whole schol 
requiring their tonsils removed. We started this work on the 
morning of the 30th. After we had done twenty-five pair we 
decided to call it a day end left the other five for another 
time. As there is now ae yearly visit by our ventist, no teeth 
extractions vere done. 


The Patch Tests were removed and the readings taken 
on the following day-the 3ist. The neg: tive ones (12 boys 
ond 18 girls) were given BUG. ‘the school was given BUG 
in 1948 which probably accounts for the small number of 
negative ceases. In ebout two months’ time 1 plan on sending 
in enough Pateoh Tests to do the whole school. 


The large attendance at once raises the question of 
overcrowding. I obtained a stetement from the Principal 
giving the size of the various dormitories. 1 understand 
thet this information is already in your possession. The 
Manitoba School Act requires 200 cubic feet of air per pupil. 
If we use this as yard-stick there is apperently enough 
air space even ror this increased number. The position of the 
windows permit of adequate ventiletion. As there are ninety 
girls to “ixty-five boys the overcrowding is more particularly 
in the girls’ dormitory. However, there are a couple or smaller 
rooms being used es sleeping quarters for the girls. The staggered 
hours in the classrooms solve the problem of overcrowding there. 


I have recommended to Dr.E.L. Ross, Manitoba Sanitorium 
Board, and vr. Ridge thet the X-ray Clinic be hela at Guy School 
during the current month. My reasons are as follows, 
1. The lerge number of new pupils. 
2. The Saskatchewan mpils. There ere fourteen new 
ppile trom Sasketcnewan Reserves, These, along with the previously 
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enrolled Saskatchewan students, make up approximateiy half of 
the enrolment. I understand that no X-ray work was done in 
Saskatchewan reserves this year, 


This matter was discussed personally with botn doctors 
wno were in my office the dey after my return from Sturgeon 
Landing. They agreed to carry out my recommendation. 


Sister Francois de Jesus, R.N., who hes been in charge 
of this school since September 1941, was forced to return 
East this summer on account of ili health. She has been replaced 
by Sister St. Thomas, R.N., who appears to be equally as efficient. 
While we were very alsappointea in losing the services of Sister 
Francois, we welcome Sister St. Thomas and have no doubt that she 
will do excellent work. 


We found the school being coniucted with its usual 
quiet efficiency, The children are weli fed and apparently 
happy. There appears to be en excellent relationship between 
the pupils and steff. 


The school has one hundred acres of lend under cultivation- 
wheat, oats and barley. if the amount of straw in tne fields 
is any oriterion, tne yield will be heavy. There was also the 
usual splendid crop of potatoes, tomatoes, carrots, etc., and 
raspberries, There was even a crabapple tree loaded with apples. 
This is in fact ea mixed farm with its hens, pigs, cows and horses, 
However, the major part of the field work {s done by tractor. 


I might aad that we returned to The Pas on Thursday, the 
2nd, bringing with us two pupils from the school for hospital 
attention - Angelique Morin, 15 has developed a T.B. spine, 
and Joe Bear, 14, was found to have a congenical hernia. 
Angelique is being sent to Brandon Sanatorium for further 
treatment (she is a previous San. patient). A Herniotomy 


was performed on Joe a few cays after his arrival at St. 
Anthony's Hospital.

I am attaching hereto copy of a report 
received from Engineer F. J. Clark following 
an inspection made at the above school in 
accordance with the request contained in a 
memorandum from the Director, Indian Affairs 
Branch, under date of March 29, 1949. Attached 
also is a whiteprint copy of a plan showing 
the general layout of the school building, water 
and sewer lines and contours over the land 
adjacent to the buildings. 


It will be noted that this school is over- 
crowded and consideration should be given, in 
the near future, to the possibility of either 
enlarging the present building or to the erection 
of an additional building to provide more 
housing accommodation. Consideration should also 
be given to the poseibility of erecting a new 
barn, the precent structure being too small and 
entirely uneuited for the purpose. Mo estimate 
of the cost of an addition to the school building 
or of a new barn can be given as the design in 
both cases would depend largely upon the funde 
that could be provided for the purpose. 


Mr. Clark has listed, in his report, the 
iteme of work that it is recommended should be 
undertaken during 1950 and his estimate of the 
cost of this work can be considered to be reason- 
ably close to what the actual cost will be. It 
ie desirable that all the work detailed be 
proceeded with if the funds are available but 
eerly action is very necessary in connection with 
the replacement of the water supply tank, the 
materials for which should be delivered to the 
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site during the winter months when the hauling can 
be done over the winter road. The estimate of cost

According to instructions, proceeded to The Pas 
Manitoba, A plane was secured at thie point to 
make the trip to Sturgeon Landing, where the Guy 
Indian Residential Sehool is located. 


The inepection inoluded the various buildings 
included under the school's jurisdiction, such ae 
berns, piggery, hen house, machine sheds, werehouses, 
@aregee and out-bulldings; also the inepection of 
water supply, sewage disposal, lighting and the 
inspection of the school building itself. 


The population of the school is as follows: 
70 boys, 90 girle, 16 sisters, 5 eteff, one farm 
foreman, one engineer, waking a total of 1863. The 
school is overcrowded; one inetance, the older 
boys dormitory hae been turned into a class room, 
and these older boys placed in with the younger ones, 
and to faoiligeate bathing « room in the basement 
has been turned into a steam bath, the walls of 
whieh the pleeter has broken away exposing the lath. 
If thie room continues to be used for bathing 
would recommend a sheet metal wall be erected to 
replace the presant one, or plywood. 


The principal requests that a Walkin 
refrigerator be installed ase he finds it extremely 
aifficult to preserve fresh seats, milk and perish- 
able foods. He suggests thet this be located 
adjoining the pantry directly across the corridor 
from the kitchen. To do thie the basement wall 
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would heve to be torn out to make room for thie 
inetallation. He aleo recommends that the school 
building be painted on the outside this coming summer. 

It wae painted about 8 years ago, and is showing 

signe of pe@ling and deterioration. Altogether, 

the sehool building and surrounding buildings are 

well maintained and with few exceptions in good condition. 
These exceptions are the elewated water tank, a leak 

in the roof which hase caused the plaster in the 
dormitories and stair welle to break away from the lath. 


The various outbuildinge euch as machine sheds, 
garages, werehouses, piggery, henhouse, barn, ete. 
were in good condition, with the exception of the barn. 
This barn which is 28'6* x 50'O" wae erected in 1926, 
42 very poorly planned. The foundation ie above the 
ground level, but the floor is two feet below the 
ground level, end in freezing weather all the fluid 
from horses and cattle collects on the floor with no 
possibility of drainage to the outeide of the bullding, 
consequently making the floor damp and unsanitary. 


The principal of the school, Father Poirier, states 
that the etructure le too small to accommodate the Zf 
live stock, and recommends that a new etructure be 
erected (at a point suggeeted on accompanying plan) 
of suitable dimensions. 


The water supply to the school is well planned, and 
hae been well maintained. The only objectionable El 


feature at present ie the storage tank. The tank wes 
built in 1926 and at present is in a preesrious eondition. 
The bottom is badly warped and the wood is rotten so that 
the structure ie liable to collepse at any time. The 
tank is constructed on a tower 70 feet high which gives 

a gravity supply to the school. This should be renewed, 
or failing that, to construct either a cenerete or 

ateel tank with a pressure system similar to other 
schoole. The cost would be approximately the same in 
either case. If a tower ie decided to be erected, 
would recommend treated timber for the whole structure. 


ft ie recommended that thie structure be demolished 
and a eteel or conorete tank installed to take care of 
the echool supply ae well ae the barn. If a steel tank 
is decided as suitable, it will have to be shipped 
during the winter season, as that ie the only time heavy 
materiole can be transported to the school from the 
railway. 


The tank can either be buried underground at the 
rear of the school building or else housed in a email 
addition to the school building, and steam linee run 
out from the main building for heating. 
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Sewage disposal has been well planned. There are 
two lines, one from the laundry which by-passes the 
tank, and the sanitary line which leaves the main 
building from the girls playroom enters the septic tank 
and goes through to the river. The lines are clear as 
well ae the septic tank, the tank having been pumped 
out recently. 


The heating system has been well maintained and is 
in good working order, There ir only one objection to 
find, and that ie the insulation on both bollers and 
aleo the high pressure steam boiler should be renewed 
= s00n as possible. This has broken away in several 
places. 


Power Plent for the school ie practically new. This 
consists of two Diese) Engines and Dynamos. The copies 
for lighting the buildings hae to be started manually 
ae the connection with the switchboard is not hooked up 
properly. It ie recommended that a ekilled electrical 
mechanic be sent in from The Pas and have this attended 
to as soon as ft age as the echool engineer is not 
familiar with this plant. 


The machinery and laundry rooms are badly cramped 
for space. In the machinery room, the belt from 
Power Plent to the line shaft is in a dangerous position. 
It ie placed in such a way that -~ inepection or repair 
work around the power plent ie liable to oatoh the 
Clothing of the operrtor.

Referring toconversation with Your Lordship, 
during your recent visit to the Department, regarding the 
age limit for the discharge of those boys who are 14 years 
of age from the residential schools conducted under your 
auspices, in order that they can be returned to their 
parents, to acquire a knowledge of hunting, trapping, etc., 
I have to say that this meets with the approval of the 
Department. The Indian Agents at The Pas, Norway House, 
and Battleford are being informed and requested to advise 
the Principals of the Guy, Cross Lake and Beauval Indian 
Residential Schools accordingly. 


It is not intended that all the boys, upon 
attaining 14 years of age, shall be granted discharge, but 
only those cases which the Principals consider to be in 
sufficiently good health to accompany their parents on 
their hunting and trapping tripe. It is thought that 
Indian boye should have acquired sufficient education for 
their future needs by the time they reach 14 years of age 
and that it would be to their future advantage to acquire 
a knowledge of hunting and trapping, on which their future 
livelihood will, to a great extent, depend. 


I would suggest that Your Lordship discuss 
the matter with the Principals of the above named schools 
and advise them that careful selection should be made by 
them of the boys whose discharge they would recommend at 
14 years of age.

withoub success. 


As stated on the application form, by the 
examining physician, Dr Falconer, the children have been 
under supervision at 5t Anthony's hospital for the past 
six months, and they can now be sent safely to a residential 
school. 


I may say that I never saw either of the 
parents, as they never lived on the Cross Lake since I 
came to Norway House, but at Pikwitonei, Man: and their 
annuities were always sent to them by mail until this 


year. 


Will you kindly advise ne of the decision 
of the Department regarding the above applications.

A review of the December quarter return of 
the Guy Indian Residential School shows that 
Henriette Morin, No. 0136, is over the age of 16. 


No application for retaining this child in 
your school has been received and in this connection 
I wish to direct your attention to circular letter 
of July 21, 1939, a copy of which is enclosed. 


As pointed out in the circular letter the 
Department realizes that frequently there are reasons 
for keeping certain children after they reach the 
age of 16 but at the same time the consent of the 
Superintendent General (Minister) must be obtained. 


I may add that in the past the Department has 
been favourably disposed to allowing certain pupils, 
especially girls, to remain in residential schools 
after they reach the age of 16 if good reasons for 
such action are given by the Principal and approved 
by the Indian Agent. However, in view of the fact 
that the number of children of school age is apparently 
increasing and the further consideration that due to 
the conditions now confronting us there is no immediate 
prospect of our securing funds to provide increased 
pupilage at Indian residential schools, it is con- 
sidered that in future it will be necessary to adhere 
more strictly to the provision of the Indian Act re- 
quiring discharge of pupils at 16 years of age. 


I feel you will agree with me that it is not 
fair to deprive children of education simply because 
the accommodation that might be available for them in

The Reve Father Doyen, Principal of Guy Indian 
Residential School, is in the habit of taking destitute half- 
breed children into the School as resident pupils. 


These children are not examined by Dr. Falconer and 
as far as I know are not examined by any doctor, consequently 
there is a grave possibility of these children taking disease 
into the School. There were three children adinitted to the 
scho ol last week. These children came from a district where 
there was diptheria. It so happened that the Provincial 
Medical Health Officer heard about it and mentioned it to 
Dr. Falconer and the children were put into Hospital for a few 
days for observation. hile there they developed chicken 
pOXe 


It would seem to me that destitute half-breed 
children are a Provincial responsibility. When they are 
admitted to Guy School, even if they are not grunt earning 
pupils, they become,to a certain extent, a responsibility 
of the Department as far as medical attendance and education 
is concerned. 


If the Principal is to be allowed the unstricted 
privilege of admitting half-breed children, one can easily 
see, that at times, it would lead to overcrowding. 


I would therefore like the Department to give me 
a ruline on this metter. Is the Principal entitled to admit 
children without reference to the Department. I refer of 
course to non-grant earning pupils.

I am in receipt of your letter of the llth 
instant with reference to admitting destitute 
halfboreed children to the Guy Indian Residential 
School. 


The Guy Indian Residential School was erected 
and is maintained for Treaty Indian eohildren. Con- 
sequently halfbreed children should not be admitted 
even though the Department 4s not requested to allow 
any grant for their maintenance. 


The Department realizes that it is sometimes 
necessary to allow children to enter the Guy School 
pefore official approval has been received from us 
but only Treaty Indian children should be accepted 
in this manner. Any doubtt'ul case should not be 
admitted but full particulars should be farwarded to 
this office and our decision given before & ehild is 
allowed to enter the school. 


However, as stated above, destitute halfbreed 
children whose maintenance is a Provincial responsibility 
must not be taken into the Guy Indian Residential School.

Reverend Sir: 


I have carefully considered the contents of 
your letter of April 11. I note that you are dis- 
oharging all pupile at 15 years of age. I woul 
like to know if there is any special reason for 
this action. At other residential schools they 
have found that it is desirable to keep the girls 
at least until 16 years of age. 


The funds at our disposal will not permit 
our making any definite p se regarding assistance 
to ex-pupils. As a matter of fact, I doubt if 
dAistribution of assistance is the best manner in 
which to assist ex-pupils. The majority of these 
have been in residential schools for many years at 
Government expense and have received training and 
every possible physical care and attention. At 
some period of their lives they must expect to do 
something for themselves. It is, therefore, felt 
that the exercise of influence toward this end on 
the part of Indian Agents and Missionaries would 
probably be the best assistance that we could ore 
them. The whole matter is a very broad one a 
will require e great deal of consideration before 
any definite policy can be reached. In the 
meantime, however, we hope that our Principals of 
residentiel schools will impress on those graduating 
thet the Department expects them to make a real 
effort to put in use the treining that they have 
received at school. If this is done the Department 
will be more inolined to grant them some assistance 
later.

Dear Sir, 


The article you have seen in the Witnipeg Free Press 
about three boys missing from Sturgeon Landing school was not wt+tho 
without reason,but I am afraid it has caused you undue apprehension. 
Here is what happened. 


In the afternoon of May 18,shortly before supper time, three 
bogs took to the bush,running away from school.The boys were 
Joseph Colomb,16 years old,from Pakitawagan; Jeremie Colomb,15,from 
the same place,and Frank Morin,14,from South End Reindeer Lake. 

I was notified about their absence at 6.30 p.m. 

I was sure that those boys were not lost accidentally,but 
that they had fled on purpose.For bad conduct they had been exclu- 
ded from a reward given that same afternoon to many other children, 
but they were the only three big boys not to be there;they knew it 
in advance and they had planned their evasion for that day. 

Where did they want to go? Home,evidently,but their homes 
were far away;so they would likely go to the nearest Indian settle- 
ments,and the fastest way to get there,if not the only one,was the 
railroad,23 miles away from the school. 

I thought they might change their minds the same evening 
or during the night and I did not organize any pursuit right away, 
I just had all the byildings watched very closely all night for fea 
of fire. 

On the morning of May 19,as they were not back,I sent a 
messenger to The Pas to notify the Agent or the Mounted Police; the 
Agent was not home,but the Police was asked to keep an eye on Cold 
Lakepnear Sherridon,and Beaver Lake,near Flin Flon where they would 
likely go if they had money to get on the train. 

In the meanwhile I went myself at the end of an 8 mile 
road leading to Goose Lake,where I had left a canoe the week before 
and they might have used to go to the railroad if they would rather 
paddie than walk. The canoe was gone!.. It was before noon when 
I found that out,so I went right back with the truck to get another 
canoe and a motor and I went as fast as I could right to the rail, 
Mile 39 of the Flin “lon Railway:my canoe was not there yet,so I wa 
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ahead of them and had cut their shortest way of escardiy water. 
They were probably somewhere on the lake but it was to ate that 
evening to start and search around the shore;so I camped there 

and in the early morning I saw the gas-car of R.C.M.P. coming from 
The Pas;they had made sure already that the boys had not taken 

the train yet and so they could not be farther than Cranberry Porta 
ge;so 1 went ssgfar as there with the special constable,we searched 
for a while on Miake and then I went back toward home,while 

the Police was going back to The Pas where 1 promised to go on 
Monday £2,to tell them if I had found the children or not. 

At 7 p.m. of May the 20th,when I got back to the place where 
my canoe had been,and from where it had been taken,the canoe was 
back in its place,and on the wheel of the truck I had left there 
was a note from the Boys!"We are going back home,we are sorry for 
what we have done". 

When I got to the school at 9 p-m.,they had been there 3 
hours ahead of me. 


After two nights in the bush,with no blankets and but very 
little grub,and still a long way to go,and with pursuers already 
ahead of them,and wolves, and bears to scare them,they had lost 
their enthusiasm for giim@ any further. 


They admitted efterwards that their plan was to reach the 
railroad,but since they had no money they had planned to walk the 
railroed up to Flin Flon,a walk of over 50 miles. 


This school is so far from all communications and from In- 
dian Reserves that it is fairly impossible for a child to run away 
with any chance of making it home;that is why an incident like this 
one is absolutely exceptional in the history of the school.And the 
failure of these boys to make it is likely to discourage any other 
attempt for a long time. t 


Joe Colomb is being discharged because he is of age;Jeremie 
Colomb,who was the leader of the trio,will not be allowed to come 
back;he is old enough too and besides that his conduct makes him 
absolutely undesirable;as to Frank Morinjthe youngest of the three, 
we are ready to take him again next year. 


I am sorry that the matter came Ut to the Press because 
it may have caused wrong impressions and regrettable reactions 
against the school,where otherwise l am certain that practically 
all the children enjoy to be. 

As for you,though,I am gadd that you knew it,for it shows 
me what interest you take in whetever concerns the schools.

N LANDING. Sask October the 15th,1946, 


Report concerning AIR TRAVEL EXPENSES for chi¥tren 


of the Guy Indian Residential School to and from their homes. 


In 1941, when for the first time accounts were submitted to 
the Indian Affairs Branch for aeroplane transportation of children 
to and from school for their holidays, it aroused much surprise 
at Ottawe, snd the hope was expressed by them that such expenditures 
would not have to be repeated. To the contrary, and notwithstanding 
the desire of the school authorities to avoid expenses thet the 
Department would not approve and the payment of whith it would not 
share, the air travel expenses for children have been steadily 
increasing from year to year, md while the accounts of 1941 showed 
tha amount of $1225.00, the accounts of 1946 are showing the stag- 
gering figure of $5225.00. The Indian Affairs Branch will evidently 
and rightly look for an explanation; I shall try to give it by 
presenting the history of children transportation to this school, 
and comparing the present system of transportetion with the other 
alternatives. 


-Location of the school, 
-Canoe travelling, 
-Such travelling was made for other reasons than children:

Sturgeon Landing,Sask. was proposed as a good location for an 
Indian Residential School in the 1920s: it wes certainly at the 
time a very reasonable choice. Sturgeon Landing was not indeed 
Close to any of the Reserves it was intended to serve, but it was 
situated on the main road leading to all those reserves; Sturgeon 
Landing wes truly then the Gateway of the North. 


From Pelican Narrows, South Reindeer Lake, Pakitawagan, canoes 
came every .summer to get the supplies of the fur companies; those 
canoe trips were not then any shorter nor easier than they are now. 
From 100 to 400 miles one way, up and down rivers strewn with rapids, 
over long or steep or swampy portages numbering as many as forty on 
one trip, across lakes where wind and furious waves would hold them 
often for days on the shore, stormed by mosquitoes or drenched by 
heavy rains with only a light tent for protection, sweating by day 
and freezing by night, the Ihdian travellers bravely carried on 
their task of taking to the northern posts the supplies of the 
Hudson's Bay Company or other companies,on which depended their 
living for the following winter. 

Those freighters worked thus all summer and thought nothing of 
it because it was their livelihood: without those goods they would 
have nothing from the stores in the winter, md,besides, they were 
paid for this canoe freighting. Therefore it was not asking too 
much of the Indians to add their children to the load in June and 
to bring them in their empty canoes in August. As long as they were 
given food supplies for the kids, they were just glad because their 
travelling expenses and their time were paid for from other sources 
anyhow. 


Very often indeed did the children arrive at school sick, efter 
such trips where so much depamds on the weather. When an Indian is 
travelling with his family,wife and children, he is not as a rule 
in a hurry and whenever weather threatens, they pitch the tent and 
make everything comfortable as they can for the children, ready to 
wait until good conditions prevail; when men aretravelling for 
freight, it is different; they do not like to stop unless it is 
really tough, because they are not usually supplied with food for 
any more than the average time required for this trip, and if they 
stop too long they wiil starve, and this happened more than once. 
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So hardship often resulting in sickness was encountered in those 
trips, and a great number of sick and dead during the first tan 
years of the school might well be traced back to those hardships 
of travel. 


Such were in 1926 the transport"facilities" -if it is not 
mockery to call them so- for the children of the Guy Sgchool of 
Sturgeon Landing. In the circumstances they were indeed facilities, 
as experience was to prove. 


~Change of conditions with building of railway: 


At the same time the school was being built in 1925-26, a much 
bigger enterprise was heading North, and that was to spell the end 
of Sturgeon Landing as the Gateway of the North. Flin Flon was 
developing and a railway was being built from The Pas to the new 
mining camp, soon to be a town; it was passing twenty three miles 
east of the school and the only access to it un summer was (and 
pretty well is yet) a difficult canoe route of thirty miles. If the 
actual developments of this region could have been foreseen then, 
it is doubtful whether Guy School would have been erected where it 
stands now. 

The new railway opened up Flin Flon and Sherridon, bringing to 
an end the water transportation between The Pas and Sturgeon Landing 
and between this place and the northern posts. The hitherto "facili- 
ties" of transportation described above vanished with the settlement 
and very few families of Indians and Halfbreeds were all that was 
left in Sturgeon Landing besides the school. 


The water route of long ago always remained opened from 
Sturgeon Landing north, but who was to use it when there was no more 
freight to get and no more retribution for the hardwork of the trip? 
And soon there was to be no summer freight at all for the Indians, 
as the tractors from the mining centres were to reach all the Indian 
settlements of the region on winter roads. 


From Pelican Narrows, South End and North Reindeer Lake (Brochet 
some Indians still volunteered to come as far as Sturgeon Landing 
for their children, but already the school had to pay more in food 
and other help to make sure that the Indians would keep coming. 
While there was no more freight from Sturgeon Landdng, there was 
also work now in the North for the Indians who cared to work and 
the men would not undertake weeks of canoe travel without pay just 
for the sake of taking their children to school. 


From Pakitawagan the railroad provided some help to cover a 
great part of the distance. But Sturgeon Landing is 30 miles by 
water from the railroad and Pakitawagan from Sherridon is a two 
day canoe trip when conditions are at their very best: the wind on 
Cold Lake has often stopped the canoes for days at a time, and the 
same thing happened between the railroad and Sturgeon Landing on 
Goose Lake. So it meant organizing a flottilla of canoes from the 
school to the railroad and make sure that another flottilla would 
be at the other end of the rail to receive them, while there was 
no accommodation in Cold Lake for the children. It was even worse 
when the children were coming back: there had to be somebody from 
the school waiting for the children in Cold Lake (Sherridon) while 
a@ group of men and canoes had to wait at Goose Lake for an indefi- 
nite number of days. Everything taken into account, there was hardly 
anything to gain with the railroad. 


So from all sides the expenses, time and trouble gone into for 
the transportation of the children, the dissatisfaction of the 
Indians and the dangers of all kinds for the pupils, the conse- 
quently increasing difficulties of recruiting, everything defini- 
tely called for a change and the plane was all indicated. 
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-Firet phe trips, 


-Canoe vs plane: 


The first plane trips for children were made tn June 1940. In 
August many children came back by sir too. This first trial proved 
satisfactory and in 1941 a few more trips were made, the accounts 
of which aroused the Department at the time. 

An account in the thousand dollars for treasportation of chil- 
dren had likely not been seen yet at the Indian Affairs, except 
maybe in the form of payment for the purchase of busses or trucks 
used for gathering up children or taking them home in some other 
schools. 

This expense was startling at first sight, but further explora- 
tion of the question would show that the expense was not at all a 
new item nor a new figure in the list of disbursements. 
"?Transportation",be it air transportation or other kind,had always 
been a burden to the school, expecially since the canoe freighting 
had stopped: the 75 or 100 dollars contributed yearly by the Branch 
specifically for the transportation of children was never more than 
a token retribution compared to the real expenses incurred therein, 
in the form of wages,gasoline,motors and canoes,food and clothing, 
a decreasing enrolment and the plain loss of children through 
sickness, some of those and other items not to be counted in dollars 
and cents. F 

Right now it is generally admitted in this part of the country 
that to travel far the plane is still the cheapest way, -and the 
Indians themselves widely use it. 

There are not here, like in other northern regions grest water 
routes to afford easy snd cheap communicatbons from one place to 
the other. To make sure of that, I did not only look at the maps of 
the country, but since I have been appointed principal of this 
school, I have been out two summers, more than a month altogether, 
to go by canoe into all but one of the reserves our children come 
from, and the description I have attempted above of the country 
and of canoe travelling is not only hearsay: it is sheer experience. 
I could have made the same trips by plane with less expense and 
in a much easier way, but then I would not have felt confident 
enough to present this plea in favor of plane transportation for 
our children. 


-Increasing accounts and why: 


The aepoplane accounts have been going up though since the 
start, and this is due to several causes: 

1/ the rates of the flying companies have been raised; 

2/ their conditions have become onerous, v.g.,as not to take so 
many children as before in one aircraft,-or refusing to make 
charter trips between regular schedule stops; 

3/ the proportion of children from places cared for by air has in- 

creased,so as to be the near t otality now:103 this last August; 

so that higher fares and more children from far are the only expla-~- 

nation of the later accounts. 


-Contributions of the Branch: 
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The contribution of the Indian Affairs Branch to the transpor- 
tation of children since the plane is used has been increasing too, 
as these figures show: 1941.4.1942 


The better interests of the school and of the Indians were evi- 
dently seen and I again take the opportunity to thank very sincerely 
the officers of the Branch for their more generous help in these 
later years. 
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Great sacrifices though have still to be made by the school 
or the church authorities who pay the major part of the children 
transportation. It is that much money that can not be spent other- 
wise for the benefit of the children, but with a school only half 
full che school finances would be still in a worse position. 


-Conclusion and request: 
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All governments insist so much nowadays on education that the 
actual opportunities of Guy School ought not to be left unemployed 
for lack of adequate means of transportation. The reason for plane 
transportation I hope I have made clear enough, and if Guy School 
is to remain opened to Indian children I beseech the authorities 
of the Indian Affairs Branch not to oppose this way of doing, which 
was forced upon us by circumstances herein explained. 


If this report may cause the Indian Affairs Branch officials 
to admit and even to approve,it is hoped, the actual method of 
transportation of children to Guy School, may they have the Branch 
assume a greater part if not all of the payment of the said trans- 
portation.

Once more I am coming to you vith quite a big bill of 
expense for the transportation of our children last summer. 
Though the mmber of children has increased »t the school re-ope~ 
ning, I have been able to manage so that the sir travel accounts 
did not increase in proportion. 


Air travel is becoming ever more common in this part 
of the country,so mech that the Indiens themselves coming out to 
the railroad hardly ever do so now in any other way than flying. 
The Indian Agents of The Pas and Prince Albert,the former one espe- 
cially, and the Nedical Superintendent of The Fes Agency ,Dr.Yule, 
would be ready witnesses to this fact and to the conclusion that it 
is absolutely out of the question now to have the Indiens bring their 
children by canoe for days and weeks of travel. 


Your finarcial aid in this respect,which amounted to %1500.00 
for last year and the ye r before,was great help,since it covered 
about half of the total expenses. Since our own finacial condition 
ie worsening with the years, and since we were not included in the 
last augmentation of the per capita grant, may ve hope this year 
to receive a stil greater compensation for our air trevel expenses 
on account of the children. 


I am leaving the whole thing to your sympethetic understanding 
of our conditions,and dere believe that we may see once more the effect 
of your devoted cons deration,

I agree with what you have told me on several 
occasions regarding air transportation expenses in general, 
put I doubt if it applies in the present case. Last summer, 
I visited the Guy Sehool for the first time and noticed the 
total absence of roads in that part of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan. His Excellency Bishop Lajeunesse had to charter a special 
plane for my visit, at the cost of $600.00 I admit that I 
thought the charges were excessive but I was informed that the 
owner of the plane was undercharging all competitors for my 
trip. I therefore know that amounts paid by the principal of the 
Guy School are reasonable and should be accepted by the Department. 


Schools which have no transportation difficulties 
are certainly advantaged when compared to schools like the Guy, 
as the full grant can then be applied for the maintenance of the 
Institution.

With further reference to the boy, John Baptiste 
Dentouzie, referred to in my letter of the 24th instant, 
File 2279-25-2-171, enclosed is copy of a letter receiv from 
Mr. L.D. Ward, Assistant, Indian Agency, Stoney Rapids, 
Saskatchewan, of the Athabasca Indian Agency, in connection 
with this boy. 


It would appear that ther is a possibility that the 
information which Mr. Davis had obtained regarding the boy 
incorrect, as he was informed that the father and mother left 
the boy, and that the father had since died. The information 
in Mr. Ward's letter is to the effect that the step-father and 
mother of the boy about whom Mr. Ward is writing, are both 
living at Stoney Rapids, but the step-father refuses to let 
the boy live with them. Assuming that this is correct, I would 
recommend that the Department take steps to have the necessary 
instructions go to Mr. Ward that he insist upon the mother 
step-father supporting the boy, as the boy's mother's marriage 
to an Indian of another band gave her the right to live at the 
home of her husband, and certainly should not deprive her child 
of the same privilege.

Father Poirier has recently advised this office 
he has 156 children in residence, a number of whom were 
sent in by the parents from distant points unsolicited by 
Father Poirier. The children mentioned came in by plane 
from the Brochet area, and as stated by Father Poirier, the 
plane was not returning to Brochet, consequently, he had no 
alternative but to keep the children. 


I am sure satisfactory arrangements will be made 
by the staff at this school to accomodate these add'ttions. 
It is my intention to visit the Residential School at 
Sturgeon Landing in the near future at which time I intend 
to make a thorough inspection of the dormitories. If I find 
that the sleeping quarters are over-crowded and the chtldren 
can not be accomodated adequately, I will immediately report 


to this effect on my return.

bia Report concerning AIR TRAVEL EXPENSES for chi®tren 


of the Guy Indian Residential School to and from their homes. 


In 1941, when for the first time accounts were submitted to 
the Indian Affairs Branch for aeroplane transportation of children 
to and from school for their holidays, it aroused much surprise 
at Ottawe, ond the hope was expressed by them that such expenditures 
would not have to be repeated. To the contrary, and notwithstanding 
the desire of the school authorities to avoid expenses that the 
Department would not epprove and the payment of which it would not 
share, the air travel expenses for children have been steadily 
increasing from year to year, end while the accounts of 1941 showed 
tha amount of $1225.00, the accounts of 1946 are showing the stag- 
gering figure of $3225.00. The Indian Affairs Branch will evidently 
and rightly look for an explanation; I shall try to give it by 
presenting the history of children transportstion to this school, 
and comparing the present system of transportetion with the other 
alternatives. 


-Location of the school, 
-Canoe travelling, 
-Such travelling was made for other reasons than children: 


Sturgeon Landing,Sask. was proposed as a good location for an 
Indian Residential School in the 1920s: it was certainly at the 
time a very reasonable choice. Sturgeon Landing was not indeed 
close to any of the Reserves it was intended to serve, but it was 
situated on the main road leading to all those reserves; Sturgeon 
Landing wes truly then the Gateway of the North. 


From Pelican Narrows, South Reindeer Lake, Pakitawagean, canoes 
came every .summer to get the supplies of the fur companies; those 
canoe trips were not then any shorter nor easier than they are now. 
From 100 to 400 miles one way, up and down rivers strewn with rapids, 
over long or steep or swampy portages numbering as many as forty on 
one trip, across lakes where wind and furious waves would hold them 
often for days on the shore, stormed by mosquitoes or drenched by 
heavy rains with only a light tent for protection, sweating by day 
and freezing by night, the Indian travellers bravely carried on 
their task of taking to the northern posts the supplies of the 
Hudson's Bay Company or other companies,on which depended their 
living for the following winter. 

Those freighters worked thus all summer and thought nothing of 
it becsuse it was their livelihood: without those goods they would 
have nothing from the stores in the winter, mmd,besides, they were 
paid for this csnoe freighting. Therefore it was not asking too 
much of the Indians to add their children to the load in June and 
to bring them in their empty canoes in August. As long as they were 
given food supplies for the kids, they were just glad because their 
travelling expenses and their time were paid for from other sources 
anyhow. 


Very often indeed did the children arrive at school sick, after 
such trips where so much depamds on the weather. When an Indian is 
travelling with his family,wife and children, he is not as a rule 
in a hurry and whenever weather threatens, they pitch the tent and 
make everything comfortable as they can for the children, ready to 
wait until good conditions prevail; when men aretravelling for 
freight, it is different; they do not like to stop uniess it is 
really tough, becsuse they are not usually supplied with food for 
any more than the average time required ror this trip, and if they 
stop too long they wiil starve, and this happened more than once. 
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So hardship often resulting in sickness was encountered in those 
trips, and a great number of sick and dead during the first tbn 
years of the school might well be traced back to those hardships 
of travel. 


Such were in 1926 the transport"facilities" -if it is not 
mockery to c#11 them so- for the children of the Guy Sschool of 
Sturgeon Landing. In the circumstances they were indeed facilities, 
as experience was to prove. 


-Change of conditions with puilding of railway: 


At the same time the school was being built in 1925-26, @ much 
bigger enterprise was heading North, and that was to spell the end 
of Sturgeon Landing 4s the Gateway of the North. Flin Flon wes 
developing and a railway was being built from The Pas to the new 
mining camp, soon to be a town; it was passing twenty three miles 
east of the school and the only access to it un summer was (and 
pretty well is yet) a difficult canoe route of thirty miles. If the 
actual developments of this region could have been foreseen then, 
it is doubtful whether Guy School would have been erected where it 
stands now. 

The new railway opened up Flin Flion and Sherridon, bringing to 
an end the water transportation between The Pas and Sturgeon Landing 
and between this place and the northern posts. The hitherto "facili- 
ties" of transportation described above vanished with the settlement 
and very few families of Indians and Halfbreeds were all that was 
left in Sturgeon Landing besides the school. 


The water route of long ago always remained opened from 
Sturgeon Landing north, but who was to use it when there was no more 
freight to get and no more retribution for the hardwork of the trip? 
And soon there was to be no summer freight at all for the Indians, 
as the tractors from the mining centres were to reach all the Indian 
settlements of the region on winter roads. 


From Pelican Narrows, South End and North Reindeer Lake (Brochet 
some Indians still volunteered to come 4s far as Sturgeon Landing 
for their children, but slready the school had to psy more in food 
and other help to make sure that the Indians would keep coming. 
While there was no more freight from Sturgeon Landadng, there was 
also work now in the North for the Indians who cared to work and 
the men would not undertake weeks of canoe travel without pay just 
for the sake of taking their children to school. 


From Pakitawagan the railroad provided some help to cover & 
great part of the distance. But Sturgeon Landing is 30 miles by 
water from the railroad and Pakitawagan from Sherridon is 4 two 
day canoe trip when conditions are at their very best: the wind on 
Cold Lake hes often stopped the canoes for days at a time, and the 
same thing happened between the railroad and Sturgeon Landing on 
Goose Lake. So it meant organizing & flottilla of canoes from the 
school to the railroad and make sure that another flottilla would 
be at the other end of the rail to receive them, while there was 
no accommodation in Cold Lake for the children. It was even worse 
when the children were coming back: there had to be somebody from 
the school waiting for the children in Cold Lake (Sherridon) while 
a group of men and canoes had to wait at Goose Lake for an indefi- 
nite number of days. Everything taken into account, there was hardly 
anything to gain with the railroad. 


So from all sides the expenses, time and trouble gone into for 
the transportation of the children, the dissatisfaction of the 
Indians and the dangers of all kinds for the pupils, the conse- 
quently increasing difficulties of recruiting, everything defini- 
tely called for 4 change and the plane was all indicated.

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-First . trips, 
-Canoe vs plane: 


-Increasing 


The first plane trips for children were made in June 1940. In 
August many children came back by sir too. This first trial proved 
satisfactory and in 1941 a few more trips were made, the accounts 
of which aroused the Department at the time. 

An account in the thousand dollars for transportation of chil- 
dren had likely not been seen yet at the Indian Affairs, except 
maybe in the form of payment for the purchase of busses or trucks 
used for gathering up children or taking them home in some other 
schools. 

This expense was startling at first sight, but further explora- 
tion of the question would show that the expense was not at all a 
new item nor a new figure in the list of disbursements. 
"Transportation",be it air transportation or other kind,had always 
been a burden to the school, expecially since the canoe freighting 
had stopped: the 75 or 100 dollars contributed yearly by the Branch 
specifically for the transportation of children was never more than 
a token retribution compared to the real expenses incurred therein, 
in the form of wages,gasoline,motors and canoes,food and clothing, 
a decreasing enrolment and the plain loss of children through 
sickness, some of those and other items not to be counted in dollars 
and cents. 

Right now it is generally admitted in this part of the country 
that to travel far the plane is still the cheapest way, -and the 
Indians themselves widely use it. 

There are not here, like in other northern regions grenst water 
routes to afford easy snd cheap communicatbons from one place to 
the other. To make sure of that, I did not only look at the maps of 
the country, but since I have been appointed principal of this 
school, I have been out two summers, more than a month altogether, 
to go by canoe into all but one of ther eserves our children come 
from, and the description I have attempted above of the country 
and of canoe travelling is not only hearsay: it is sheer experience. 
I could have made the same trips by plane with less expense and 
in a much easier way, but then I would not have felt confident 
enough to present this plea in favor of plane transportation for 
our children. 


zy accounts and why: 

The aepoplane accounts have been going up though si 

start, and this is due to several causes: 

1/ the rates of the flying companies have been raised; 

2/ their conditions have become onerous, v.g.,as not to take so 
many children as before in one aircraft,-or refusing to make 
cherter trips between regular schedule stops; 

3/ the proportion of children from places cared for by air has in- 

creased,so as to be the near t otality now:103 this last August; 

so that higher fares and more children from far are the only expla- 

nation of the later accounts. 


-Contributions of the Branch: 
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The contribution of the Indian Affairs Branch to the transpor- 
tation of children since the plane is used has been increasing too, 
as these figures show: 1941.4.1942 ....... 100.00 
1943. .cccee 150.00 
1944.....4++. 450.00 
194648. .cesces 650.00 
The better interests of the school and of the Indians were evi- 
dently seen and I again take the opportunity to thank very sincerely 
the officers of the Branch for their more generous help in these 
later years. 
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Great sacrifices though have still to be made by the school 
or the church authorities who pay the major part of the children 
transportation. It is that much money that can not be spent other- 
wise for the benefit of the children, but with a school only half 
full the school finances would be still in a worse position. 


-Conclusion and request: 


All governments insist so much nowadays on education that the 
actual opportunities of Guy School ought not to be left unemployed 
for lack of adequate means of transportation. The reason for plane 
transportation I hope I have made clear enough, and if Guy School 
is to remain opened to Indian children I beseech the authorities 
of the Indian Affairs Branch not to oppose this way of doing, which 
was forced upon us by circumstances herein explained. 


If this report may cause the Indian Affairs Branch officials 
to admit and even to approve,it is hoped,the actual method of 
transportation of children to Guy School, may they have the Branch 
assume a greater part if not all of the payment of the said trans- 
portation. The consequences of such a move, may they rest assured, 
would be all to the benefit of the children themselves whose 
welfare they so earnestly desire.

I therefore know that amounts paid by the principal of the 
Guy School are reasonable and should be accepted by the Department. 


Schools which have ho transportation difficulties 
are certainly advantaged when compared to schools like the Guy, 
as the full grant can then be applied for the maintenance of the 
Institution.

Dentouzie, referred to in my letter of the 24th ins 
File 2279-25-2-171, enclosed is copy of a letter 
Mr. L.D. Ward, Assistant, Indian Agency, Stoney HKapids, 
Saskatchewan, f the Athabasca Indian Agency, in connection 
with this boy. 


It would appear that there is a possibility that the 
information which Mr. Davis had obtained re ing the boy was 
incorrect, as he was informed that the father and mother left 
the boy, and that the father had since died. The information 
in Mr. Ward's letter is to the effect that the step-father and 
mother of the boy about whom Mr. Ward is writing, are both 
living at Stoney Rapids, but the step-father refuses to let 
the boy live with them. Assuming that this is correct, 1 would 
recommend that the Department take steps to have the necessary 
instructions go to Mr. Ward that he insist upon the mother and 
step-father supporting the boy, as the boy's mother's marriage 
to an Indian of another band gave her the right to live at the 
home of her husband, and certainly should not deprive he 
of the same privilege.

It will readily be seen that space will not allow 
for an increase in the number of pupils based on the 
minimum requirements of 500 cu.ft. per pupil. 


Father Poirier has recently advised this office 
he has 156 children in residence, a number of whom were 
sent in by the parents from distant points unsolicited by 
Father Poirier. The children mentioned came in by plane 
from the Brochet area, and as stated by Father Poirier, the 
plane was not returning to Brochet, consequently, he had no 
alternative but to keep the children. 


I am sure satisfactory arrangements will be made 
by the staff at this school to accomodate these add'tions. 
It is my intention to visit the Residential School at 
Sturgeon Landing in the near future at which time I intend 
to make a thorough inspection of the dormitories. If I find 
that the sleeping quarters are over-crowded and the cht ldren 
can not be accomodated adequately, I will immediately report 


to th's effect on my return, 
Z oat.
